The Catholic Church has not been fighting it, but proscribes it for her 
members, ‘because the Catholic Church is against all oath-bound secret so- 
tieties, which have a ritual and chaplain, and which therefore, often become 
the member’s religion as well as his lodge. 

We readily grant that most ‘men do not become Masons because of any 
hostility to the Catholic Church, nor for any religious purposes whatsoeyer. 
They become Masons for social, fraterrial or business reasons, though after 
they are interested members, it is common to hear them say: “I get religion 
tnough in the lodge.” 

The Catholic Church is not the only church which takes a stand against 
sath-bound secret societies. Most of the Lutheran branches do; the Free 
Methodists do; the United Brethren do, and at the time the last word was 
tpoken on Masonry by a Pope mest of the people of the United States were 
opposed to the Masonic Order. 

If, in recent years, Protestantism has become more favorable, if many 
Protestant clergymen now belong to the organization, it is because Protes- 
tantism needs the support of these organizations in order to hold its own; 
at least it could not afford to antagonize big bodies of men and hope to grow. 
In fact, without the slightest intention of being unkind, but merely to call 
attention to a fact, we do not hesitate to say that there is very little differ- 
ence between Masonry and most of the Pretestant Denominations of our 
time. The revealed truths of Holy Scripture are still held to, like the pro- 
fession of belief in the Great Architect of the universe on the part of the 
Grand Orient, but they are kept in the background. 
dXecome members by merely professing their acceptance of Christ, under-

Masonic statistics, published in 1921, show that there are 24,500 regular 
odges in the world with a membership of 3,020,000. Of these 24,000 lodges 
tre in English-speaking countries, with a membership of 2,820,000. This 
means that there are only 200,000 members of Masonry in all the rest of 


during the year 1920 was 199,154. In Canada the membership is 141,300; 
i Australia, 120,000; in Great Britain, 338,000. During the year 1922 Ma- 
sonry made great gains in the United States and Canada so that today it 
‘aims nearly 3,000,000 members on this continent. Practically 90 per 
cent of all Masons are in the United States and 10 per cent in the rest of 
the world. For the further up-building of Masonry.a junior organization was 
started in 1921, known as the De Molay, which now has 700 chapters in the 
United States. ‘It is a new secret fraternity “for the sons of Masons and 
their boy chums,” who are between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one. 
The BROTHERHOOD, a magazine published by*the Ancient Accepted Scot-

A Point of History 
Many Masons doubtless imagine 
that their secrecy entitles them alone 


of their craft. Their own historians 
now admit that this is an untenable 
position. (Ency. Britt., p. 78.) The 
historical conclusions of non-Masons 
are therefore just as worthy of cre- 
,.dence as are those of Masons. His- 
tory is history, no matter by whom 
written. . 

| Secondly, the best Masonic histor- 
ians admit that the history of Free. 


masonry has been very uncritically 
written up to about 1850 (Ib.). 
Mackey, for instance, speaking of 
this early period, says: “It is the 


opprobrium of Freemasonry that its 
history has never yet been written in 
a spirit of critical truth; that credul.- 
ity has been the foundation on which 
all Masonic historical investigations 
have been built.” (Encyclopedia of 
Freemasonry, 296.) This being so, 
a Freemason should at least be ¢au 
tious in accepting the statements of 
earlier Masonic historians, such as 
the Rev. James Anderson: all the 
more so a8 it is precisely these ear 
‘lier writers who make the most ex- 
travagant claims for the legendary 
antiquity of their order.
